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GENERAL STATEMENT. 


This paper is one of the appendices of a more comprehensive report® - 
of an investigation made recently by the Bureau of Mines, in coopera- 
tion with the American Petroleum Institute and the American Steam- 
ship Owners’ Association. The committee charged with the con- 
duct of the investigation did not deem it to be among its duties 
to conduct scientific research on the effect of oil pollution of coast 
waters on the public health; it attempted merely to assemble and to 
summarize briefly such information as was available on the subject. 
The committee wishes to acknowledge the helpful cooperation of the 
Public Health Service in preparing the report on this branch of the 
work assigned to it. 

The possible effects of oil pollution of the various waters on the - 
public health can not be ignored. The committee communicated 
with many health officers in order to obtain their views and any 
information available on the subject. As the problem has become a 
serious one only within the last few years, very little work has been 
done, and many health officers reported that they had no special 
knowledge of the effects of oil pollution on the public health. Cer- 
tain sanitary experts informed the committee that pollution from 
sewage is a more serious menace than pollution by oil. 

In connection with the present discussion, Appendix E, “Oil 
Pollution at Bathing Beaches,” and Appendix G, “Effect of Oil 
Pollution on Marine and Wild Life,” should be consulted.* In

EFFECT ON BATHING, BOATING, FISHING, AND HUNTING. 


Possibly the most harmful results to the public health are brought 
about through the discouragement of bathing, boating, fishing, and 
hunting. The importance of this phase of the subject may be judged 
from the statement of one sanitary expert that at the height of the 
bathing season nearly 1,000,000 persons each day visit the beaches 
from New York City alone. It is probable that the beaches of other 
lecalities along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts play nearly an equally 
important rdle in the public life. The loss of the use of bathing 
beaches is not merely a loss to the proprietors of these recreation 
centers, but the deleterious effect on the health of the communities 
must be felt sooner or later. When deprived of the use of the beaches, 
people may resort to bathing in localities which are badly polluted 
by sewage. This point was emphasized by sanitary engineers in 
several localities visited by the committee. 

The Massachusetts State Board of Health apparently has con- 
siderable power in controlling industries in the State, so far as they 
may affect the public health. In that State it is understood that the 
board of health may order a plant to close without the sanction of 
any court. The industry so affected must cease operating at once, 
but an appeal to the court for suspension or modification of the order 
may be made. Making use of these powers, the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health closed one oil refinery some time ago, pending 
' the installation of certain devices for eliminating odors and oil pol- 
lution. In this particular case, the committee was informed, the 
wind and tide had carried the oil 3 or 4 miles from the point of pol- 
lution, leaving the shores with a black, tenacious deposit, and having 
a considerable effect not only upon the health of the rather thickly 
settled residential area in the vicinity, but upon yachting, boating, 
and bathing, which healthful sports are popular at that place. It 
is reported that finny and shell-fish are also considerably affected in 
this area. 

EDIBILITY OF SEA FOOD. 


The oily taste acquired by sea food in the presence of oil pollution 
has been frequently observed. It is stated that clams and other 
sea food not only fail to reach the proper maturity under such con- 
ditions, but apparently contain a perceptible amount of the con- 
taminating material, even after the food has been cooked. It is 
understood that shellfish taken from Jamaica Bay, N. Y., are not 
permitted to be scld, because of the very badly polluted condition 
of the waters in this locality caused by sewage and oil. 
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RETARDING OF OXIDATION OF SEWAGE. 


The possible effect of thin films of oil in retarding the normal 
oxidation of sewage has been brought to the attention of the com- 
mittee by several sanitary experts. There may be some question 
as to whether the amount of oil ordinarily present in coast waters 
is sufficient to prevent or hinder such oxidation. On the other hand, 
in certain tributaries which have been inspected by the committee, 
and which serve as the sewage drainage for particularly congested 
communities, it does not seem unreasonable to suppose that the very 
appreciable quantities of oil seen'on the surface of the water may 
hinder the normal oxidation processes. This would seem to be 
particularly true of streams where the current is very sluggish, such 
as Gowanus Canal, Brooklyn; the Passaic River, Newark; and 
portions of the Schuylkill River, Philadelphia. Another aspect of 
this phase of the subject is discussed in Appendix G in certain ex- 
tracts from a paper by Dr. T. C. Nelson. 


IRRITATION OF THE SKIN. 


It is believed that certain skin irritations which have been observed 
in various localities may result from contact with oily material 
while the persons are in bathing. One expert reported that oil in bath- 
ing beach waters has a marked irritating effect on the skin as well as 
‘ on the eyes, nose, ears, and throat. It is understood that at certain 
times when oil deposits have been most noticeable on the beaches, 
specialists in skin diseases have reported a rather large number of 
such cases. 

The committee is informed that some years ago there was an 
epidemic of skin diseases in Narragansett Bay and Long Island 
Sound. This may have been due to oil, but there appears to be no 
proof of this fact. Many specialists in skin diseases were consulted 
at the time of the epidemic, but the results of these efforts apparently 
were not very definite. 


ODORS FROM OIL AND OILY DEPOSITS. 


The nuisance brought about by odors from certain oily deposits 
has been brought to the attention of the committee in a few cases, 
but this does not appear to be very serious. Indirectly, by retard- 
ing the normal oxidation of sewage, oil pollution may result in 
obnoxious odors from the accumulation of putrid fecal matter. 


OPINIONS EXPRESSED BY VARIOUS AUTHORITIES. 


The committee interviewed a number of persons with regard to 
the effect of oil pollution on the public health. Many letters were 
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also written to State and city boards of health, but the response to 
these inquiries was, in general, disappointing. In many eases no 
replies were received. 

A letter from the Bureau of the Public Health Service, Treasury 
Department, Washington, D. C., contains the following paragraph: 


“Tt would appear at first sight that oil pollution is of major 
significance on account of economic considerations, such as the 
diminution of fish life and the offering of exceptional fire risk. 
There must, however, be a connection between the presence of 
oil and the processes of natural purification of water.”’ 


The health commissioner of the city of Boston wrote in part as 
follows: 


” This department has made no intensive study of the sub- 
ject. 

“The investigator also visited places where lobster meat was 
being canned, and found that the lobster cans containing the 
live lobsters were completely covered with this oil inside and 
out.. This condition was also noted at other lobster establish- 
ments along the water front of the city proper.” 


The director of the bureau of engineering, Department of Health, 
State of Connecticut, wrote in part: 


“The former Industrial Wastes Commission, copies of whose 
reports have been sent you, made special studies of the pollu- 
tion of inland waters by the wastes from the manufacture of 
brass and copper, iron and steel, paper, silk, wool scouring, 
dyeing, and from the distillation of wood alcohol. From none 
of the streams investigated was the water used for drinkin 
purposes, and bathing in them was practiced only to a Senited 
extent. Our studies, therefore, were more of the effect of the 
pollution on public comfort and welfare than public health. 
Our investigation showed the danger to public health to be 
remy greater from the discharge of domestic wastes than indus- 
trial.’ 


The Department of Health of the State of New York has investi- 
gated the subject of oil pollution in New York Bay and Jamaica Bay 
and their tributaries. Apparentiy no studies were made by this 
department regarding the effect of oil pollution on the public health, 
nor do any conclusions appear to have been drawn on this question. 

The following is taken from a letter from the commissioner of 
health of the city of Baltimore: 

“* * * This department has not taken up this matter 
from the sanitary aspect. * * * You will see that we have 
no information from the public health standpoint, but we are 
interested in this matter, and if you have any program in which 
we could cooperate to the end of securing some data along this 
line I should be only too glad to do what I could.” 
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The director of public welfare, Norfolk, Va., stated in reference to 
pollution by oil: 

‘ * * * How much danger this has actually done in 
creating sickness, I am not able to say. * sii 

The following is contained in a letter received from the health 
officer, Newport, News, Va.: 

“In reply to your letter of November 14, beg to advise that oil 
in lower James River and Hampton Roads is at times very ob- 
jectionable to bathers. Otherwise I have not noticed that it is 
in any way detrimental to public health.” 

The following is taken from a letter from the district health officer, 
State Board of Health, Pensacola, Fla.: 

“T presume that the city authorities have no information along 
the line desired, and I have to admit that I can not give you first- 
hand information regarding the effect on public health of oil pol- 
lution of navigable coast waters.” 

The county health officer, Mobile, Ala., wrote in part: 

‘‘Relative to the pollution of navigable waters by oil, I have no 
infor'ration that such so-called pollution of coast waters has any 
deleterious effect upon the public health.” 

A sanitary expert called the committee’s attention to the enormous 
number of persons who use the bathing beaches each day in the vi- 
cinity of New York. He pointed out that a loss of the use of such 
recreation centers as a result of oil pollution must eventually have a 
very important effect upon the public health. In his opinion the od 
met with at beaches has a very definite irritating effect on the skin, 
eyes, nose, ears, and throat. He regards pollution by sewage as very 
serious; and in many places such pollution may be as_ bad as or worse 
than pollution from oil. It is understood that several industrial 
plants along Kill Van Kull burn residual sludge under such conditions 
that injurious sulphur oxide gases are given off. This authority 
pointed out that saponfied oils are now used for mosquito extermina- 
tion and can not be considered as pollution. 

A representative of the New York Chamber of Commerce, an engi- 
neer, informed the committee that no special study of oil pollution 
had been made by that organization. This engineer has been in- 
terested in harbor pollution for about 15 years, and was chairman of a 
committee appointed by the Metropolitan Sewage Commission of New 
York to investigate harbor conditions, and to set up a standard of 
sanitary cleanliness for the harbor. , Reports of this work were pub- 
lished in 1910, 1912, 1914, at which period there was not the same oil 
pollution problem to deal with as we now have. This authority, how- 
ever, does not consider oil pollution as great a menace to the public 
health as pollution by sewage, and suggested that it might be possible 
to eliminate much of the present trouble from oil by some changes in 
ship construction. He believes it possible that a film of oil may re- 
duce appreciably the capacity of water to assimilate sewage. 
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An engineer of the Massachusetts State Department of Health 
called attention to the wide powers possessed by that department in 
dealing with industries in the State. He indicated that in a general 
way the menace of oil thrown into the waters from refineries consists 
in its effect in rendering clams and similar sea food unfit to cat, in the 
odor which is given off from oil deposits, and in the probable preven- 
tion of the normal oxidation of sewage. 

The State commissioner of health of a large New England State 
informed the committee that he was aware of numerous complaints 
regarding pollution by oil, but none of these had been brought to him 
personally. He has had no experience with cases of skin infection 
said to be due to oil. 

In the opinion of a sanitary engineer of the Board of Purification of 
Waters, Providence, R. I., the health menace of oil lies in the fact 
that it renders marine food unfit to eat, injures the beaches, and dis- 
courages fishing, boating, and hunting. He referred to an epidemic 
of skin diseases in Narragansett Bay and Long Island Sound about 
1919, but indicated that a connection between this epidemic and 
pollution by oil could not be established. 


SUMMARY. 


For present purposes the health menace of petroleum oil from 
various sources that reaches the coast and other waters may be 
classified as follows: 

1. The discouragement of healthful recreation, such as bathing, 
boating, hunting, fishing. 

2. Its effect in rendering clams, oysters, and other sea food unfit 
to eat on account of the oil actually absorbed by this food. 

3. The unsightly appearance which may result from the presence 
of oily refuse in any locality, and the accompanying tendency to 
lower the hygienic standards of the community. 

4. The possible prevention or retardation of the normal oxidation 
of sewage. 

5. Skin diseases or irritations which may be the result of contact 
with oil and oily residues. 

6. The odors which may be given off directly by oil and oily 
matter when deposited on the shores and banks of streams and the 
obnoxious odors from accumulated fecal matter resulting from re- 
tarded oxidation of sewage. 

Owing to the lack of more definite information, it appears imprac- 
ticable to state the degree to which these factors are at present affect- 
ing the public health; but it seems certain that over a long period 
of time the effect must be appreciable. Before definite conclusions 
can be drawn, however, much work must be done along the lines 
indicated in the topics just summarized. 
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LETHARGIC ENCEPHALITIS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The following figures showing the occurrence of lethargic enceph- 
alitis in England and Wales during 1922, 1923, and the first part 
of 1924, by quarters, and up to May 17, 1924, were recently given 
out by the Minister of Health in answer to a parliamentary inquiry :'

The notifications in England and Wales during the 52 weeks ended 
June 2, 1923, were 868, whereas during the 50 weeks ended May 17, 
1924, they numbered 2,829. 

In view of the increased prevalence of lethargic encephalitis during 
the past two or three months, the ministry of health has revised and 
reissued a memorandum dealing with the disease, which was prepared 
three years ago, incorporating in it late statistical records and recently 
gained knowledge concerning the symptoms and types of the disease. 
The memorandum has been circulated to the medical officers of 
health. 

The chief medical officer of the ministry of health, Sir George 
Newman, calls special attention to the fact that this memorandum 
contains a fuller reference to the mental sequellae of lethargic enceph- 
alitis than did the former memorandum. He states: “The recogni- 
tion of this aspect of the disease is important to school medical 
officers and others engaged in medical work among children and 
young persons.”’ He also calls attention to the value of local inquiry 
in the detection of mild, abortive, or unrecognized cases, and to the 
securing of information regarding contacts and other facts bearing on 
the epidemiology of encephalitis. The memorandum suggests the 
following line of action: 

“(a) Full determination of the associated conditions and any fact 
which may throw light on the epidemiology of the disease. 

‘“*(b) Search for mild and abortive cases. 

“(c) Aiding in any practicable pathological investigation and in 
obtaining material for the purpose.

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“(d) Aiding in securing the treatment of the case in hospital or 


otherwise. 
“(e) Enjoining the precautions required in the case of a disease 


apparently capable of transmission from person to person, especially 
through mild or abortive cases capable of carrying infection; and 

“(f) ‘Following up’ and recording the after-history of patients; in 
particular, as to any mental after-effects which may be observed. In 
this connection inquiry should also be made into the previous history 
of children who begin to exhibit changes in behavior or unusual 
accentuation of undesirable qualities; these symptoms not infre- 
quently point to an overlooked attack of epidemic encephalitis at 
an earlier date.” 

Medical officers are privileged to send to the ministry for examina- 
tion specimens of cerebrospinal fluid from patients having or sus- 
pected of having lethargic encephalitis; and it is suggested that they 
take any useful and practicable action to secure post-mortem and 
pathological examinations by skilled workers who are investigating 
the disease. 

It is advised that, in view of the severity of the disease and the 
importance of good nursing, hospital treatment should be secured if 
possible. It is urged that local isolation hospitals should be made 
available; and that where public nursing arrangements are provided, 
this service should be made available for patients treated at home. 


CURRENT COURT DECISIONS PERTAINING TO PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 


Title of venereal disease law held to comply with constitutional require- 
ment.—The title of Act No. 272, Michigan Public Acts of 1919, read- 
ing “An act to protect the public health; to prevent the spreading 
of venereal diseases, to prescribe the duties and powers of the State 
department of health and of local health officers and health boards 
with reference thereto, and to make an appropriation to carry out the 
provisions hereof,’’ has been held by the Supreme Court of Michigan 
to comply with the constitutional provision that “No law shall 
embrace more than one object, which shall be expressed in its title.” 
Section 2 of the act requires physicians to report cases of venereal 
diseases to the State department of health and it was this section 
that the defendant was convicted of violating. (People v. Wohlford, 
197 N. W. 558.) . 

Local board of health can not change city ordinance.—The Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts has decided that the vote of a local . 
board of health, authorizing the use of a tile drain connecting with 
a sewer, is void where a city ordinance requires drains to be of iron. 
(Kelly et al. v. Board of Health of Peabody et al., 143 N. E. 39.) 
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Bread manufacturer held liable to injured consumer.—The plaintiff 
bought from a neighboring grocer a loaf of bread manufactured by 
the defendants and while eating the bread was injured by a piece of 
iron contained therein. In an action for negligence the judgment of 
the lower court in favor of the plaintiff was affirmed by the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts. (Tonsman v. Greenglass et al., 
142 N. E. 756.) 

City sanitary cart driver held within compensation act.—The driver 
of a sanitary cart operated by the public health department of a city 
has been held by the Court of Appeals of Georgia, Division No. 2, 
to be an “employee” of the city and entitled to compensation under 
the workmen’s compensation act. (City of Atlanta v. Hatcher, 121 
S. E. 864.) 

Contraction of typhoid fever held not compensable under workmen’s 
compensation act.—The Supreme Court of Michigan has decided that 
in the instant case the contraction of typhoid fever by the plaintiff, 
an employee of an independent contractor, was not an industrial 
accident caused by exposure to some special hazard incidental to or 
arising out of his employment. The defendant, the owner of the 
premises where the work was being performed, did not furnish the 
plaintiff with the water alleged to be the cause of the infection for the 
purposes of or in connection with his work and did not know in fact 
that the plaintiff was drinking it. The water was not at or in view 
of the place of plaintiff’s employment but was in a barn some distance 
from there and in a condition indicating it was put there to water 
animals. (Ames v. Lake Independence Lumber Co., 197 N. W. 
499; Wiltfong v. Lake Independence Lumber Co., 197 N. W. 502.) 

Garbage disposal ordinance upheld.—A city ordinance defining 
garbage and prohibiting the hauling of same by anyone but a licensed 
garbage officer of the city or his assistants has been held by the 
Court of Civil Appeals of Texas to be within the police power of the 
city and valid and not to createa monopoly. (City of Breckenridge 
v. MeMullen, 258 S. W. 1099.) 

Milk ordinance void because in conflict. with State law and regula- 
tions.—In prosecutions for operating dairies without permits, in viola- 
tion of a city ordinance, the Supreme Court of Louisiana has decided 
that the said ordinance is null and void, because in conflict with a State 
law and the State sanitary code, at least in so far as the ordinance 
authorized the city board of health to refuse permits to operate 
dairies unless the owners thereof had their cows tuberculin tested in 
the manner and by the veterinarians designated by the city board of 
health rather than in the manner required by the State board of 
health. (City of New Orleans v. Ernst, 99 So. 391; City of New 
Orleans v. Poulet, City of New Orleans v. Souquet, City of New 
Orleans v. Daret, City of New Orleans v. Glaudi, 99 So. 394.) 
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THE NOTIFIABLE DISEASES. 


PREVALENCE DURING 1923 IN CITIES OF OVER 100,000. 


The following tables were compiled from data furnished by the 
health officers of the cities. They include all cities of 100,000 popu- 
lation or over in the United States. 

The following is a list of the diseases included: 


Anthrax. Pneumonia (all forms). 
Cerebrospinal meningitis. Poliomyelitis. 

Chicken pox. Rabies in animals. 
Dengue. Rabies in man. 
Diphtheria. Scarlet fever. 
Influenza. Septic sore throat. 
Lethargic encephalitis. Smallpox. 

Maliria. Tuberculosis (all forms and pulmonary). 
Measles. Typhoid fever. 
Mumps. Typhus fever. 
Pellagra. Whooping cough. 


The populations given, and which were used in computing the 
rates, were estimated as of July 1, 1923, except where otherwise 
stated. 

The estimated expectancy, given in the tables for some of the 
diseases, is, the result of an attempt to ascertain from the experi- 
ence of recent years how many cases of the disease under considera- 
tion might be expected in 1923. In most instances the estimated 
expectancy is the median number of cases reported by the city for 
the years 1916 to 1922, inclusive. When several epidemics have 
occurred during these years, or when for other reasons the median 
is not satisfactory, epidemic years are excluded, and the estimated 
expectancy is the mean of the number of cases reported for the non- 
epidemic years. The aim has been to ascertain how many cases 
of each disease may reasonably be expected in the absence of 
epidemics. 

The column headed “ Number of years” shows the number of 
years for which data were available for each city. 

In comparing the figures for 1923 with the estimated expectancy 
or with reports for preceding years, it should be borne in mind that 
for several years there has been a gradual improvement in the report- 
ing of communicable diseases. An increase in the number of cases 
reported may be due to better reporting rather than to an increase 
in the number of cases occurring. 

In studying these tables it should be kept in mind that a relatively 
large number of reported cases of a communicable disease as indi- 
cated by a high case rate (and more especially when accompanied by 
a relatively small number of deaths, as indicated by a low fatality 
rate) usually means that the health department of that city is active 
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and that the cases of the disease are being well reported by the prac- 
ticing physicians. _It does not usually mean that the disease is more 
prevalent in that city than in other cities. A high fatality rate may 
mean that the disease was unusually virulent in a city; that the 
_ physicians did not treat the disease in that city with the success usual 
elsewhere; or that the practicing physicians did not report all of their 
cases to the health department. On the other hand, an unusually 
low fatality rate may be due to the fact that the disease in the city 
was unusually mild; that thé physicians treated it with unusual 
success; that the practicing physicians reported their cases satis- 
factorily; or that the registration of deaths was incomplete or the 
assignment of the causes of death inaccurate. 

Cities which did not report either cases or deaths of a certain 
disease in 1923 are not included in the table for that disease. 

Chicken pox.—The case rate for chicken pox was 2.02 per thousand 
population in 77 cities in 1923. In 1922 it was 1.69 in 68 of these 
cities. 

Diphtheria.—The tables indicate that diphtheria was less preva- 
lent during 1923 than during the last few years. Fifty-nine thou- 
sand cases were reported by 77 cities, while the estimated expectancy, 
which is lower than the average number of cases, was more than 
63,000 cases. For 1923 the cities reported 1.97 cases per thousand 
population, while in 1922, 2.25 cases per thousand were reported for 
73 cities. 

Influenza.—The death rate from influenza in 1923 in 77 cities was 
21 per hundred thousand population. In 1922 data were available 
for 70 cities, and the death rate was 16 per hundred thousand. 

Measles.—In 1923, 211,572 cases of measles were reported by 77 
cities. The estimated expectancy was 112,542 cases. The measles 
case rate in 1923 was 7.11 per thousand population. In 1922 it 
was 5.26 per thousand. Seventy-two cities were included in the 
figures for 1922. 

Pneumonia.—The death rate from pneumonia for 75 cities in 1923 
was 1.51 per thousand population. In 1922 the death rate from 
this disease in 74 cities was 1.36 per thousand. 

Scarlet fever.—Seventy-seven cities reported 62,308 cases of scarlet 
fever for the year 1923. The estimated expectancy was 41,471 
cases. The case rate in 1923 was 2.07 per thousand. In 1922, 73 
cities had an aggregate case rate of 1.80 per thousand. 

Smallpox.—Kighteen large cities, which did not report any cases 
of smallpox are omitted from the table. Including these cities, the 
totals for smallpox for the year 1923 were: Cases, 5,429; deaths, 42; 
aggregate population, 30,144,759. These figures give a case rate of 
0.18 per thousand population, and a death rate of less than 0.0014 
per thousand. 
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For 1922, 75 cities, having an aggregate estimated population of 
29,315,201, reported 5,056 cases of smallpox and 350 deaths, giving 
a case rate of 0.17 per thousand population and a death rate of 0.012 
per thousand. 

The difference in the fatality rates of the two years is striking— - 
0.77 deaths per 100 cases in 1923 and 6.92 deaths per 100 cases in 
1922. Of the deaths in 1922, 248 occurred in the city of Denver, 
Colo., 63 in Kansas City, Mo., and 15 in Chicago, IIl. 

Tuberculosis—The death rate from tuberculosis (all forms), 
according to reports from 77 cities, was 0.98 per thousand popula- 
tion. For 1922 the reports from 72 cities gave a death rate of 1.01 
per thousand. 

Typhoid fever.—Seventy-seven cities reported 5,734 cases of typhoid 
fever for 1923, which is 19 per cent less than the estimated expect- 
ancy. The case rate (0.19 per thousand) and the death rate (0.03 
per thousand) were the same as for 73 cities in 1922. 

Whooping cough.—Seventy-six cities reported 49,698 cases of 
whooping cough, with 1,899 deaths, for 1923, giving a case rate of 
1.67 per thousand population and a death rate of 0.06 per thousand.

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PLAGUE-INFECTED GROUND SQUIRRELS IN SAN LUIS OBISPO COUNTY, 
CALIF. 


Under date of June 24, 1924, five more! plague-infected ground 
squirrels were reported found in San Luis Obispo County, Calif., 
making a total of eight infected squirrels found in June to that date. 
Four of these were in a batch of 25 squirrels that had been shot. 
All of the squirrels were from a ranch about 10 miles northeast of 
San Luis Obispo. 


OUTBREAK OF SMALLPOX AT PITTSBURGH, PA. 


An outbreak of smallpox was reported from Pittsburgh, Pa., July 
4,1924. Thirty-two cases with six deaths had been recently reported 
in that city. 


TYPHUS FEVER, RIO GRANDE, TEX., AND VICINITY. 


Under date of July 3, 1924, six cases of typhus fever were reported 
in Rio Grande, Tex., and vicinity. 


GENERAL CURRENT SUMMARY AND WEEKLY REPORTS FROM CITIES. 


Diphtheria.—For the week ended June 21, 1924, 35 States reported 
1,490 cases of diphtheria. For the week ended June 23, 1923, the 
same States reported 1,114 cases. One hundred and one cities, 
situated in all parts of the country and having an aggregate popula- 
tion of more than 28,500,000, reported 871 cases of diphtheria for the 
week ended June 21, 1924. Last year for the corresponding week 
they reported 732 cases. The estimated expectancy for these cities 
was 831 cases. The estimated expectancy was based on the expe- 
rience of the last nine years, excluding epidemics. 

Measles.—Thirty States reported 6,075 cases of measles for the 
week this year and 12,154 cases for the week last year. One hundred 
and one cities reported 2,309 cases of measles for the week this year 
and 3,643 cases last year. 

Scarlet fever.—Scarlet fever was reported for the week as follows: 
Thirty-five States—this year, 2,107 cases; last year, 1,731 cases. 
One hundred and one cities—this year, 969 cases; last year, 866 
cases; estimated expectancy, 528 cases. 

Smallpox.—The reports of smallpox show that many communities 
suffer needlessly as the result of failure to vaccinate and revaccinate. 
Thirty-five States reported 895 cases of smallpox for the week ended 
June 21,1924. For the corresponding week of last year they reported 
371 cases of this disease. One hundred and one cities reported 
smallpox for the week as follows: 1924, 345 cases; 1923, 83 cases; 
estimated expectancy, 126 cases. 
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1 Three infected squirrels were reported under date of June 20, 1924. (Public Health Reports for July 4, 
1924, p. 1641.) 
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Typhoid fever—Three hundred and eighty-four cases of typhoid 
fever were reported for the week ended June 21, 1924, by 34 States. 
For the corresponding week of 1923 the number was 422 cases. One 
hundred and one cities reported 133 cases of this disease for the week 
this year and 108 cases for the week last year. The estimated 
expectancy was 128 cases. 

Influenza and pneumonia.—Deaths from influenza and pneumonia 
(combined) were reported for the week by 101 cities as follows: 1924, 
530 deaths; 1923, 401 deaths. 


City reports for week ended June 21, 1924. 


The “estimated expectancy” given for diphtheria, poliomyelitis, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid 
fever is the result of an attempt to ascertain from previous occurence how many cases of the disease under 
consideration may be expected to occur during a certain week in the absence of epidemics. It is based on 
reports to the Public Health Service during the past nine years. It is in most instances the median num- 
ber of cases reported in the corresponding week of the preceding years. When the reports include several 
epidemics, or when for other reasons the median is unsatisfactory, the epidemic periods are excluded and 
the estimated expectancy is the mean number of cases reported for the week during nonepidemic years. 

If reports have not been received for the full nine years, data are used for as many years as possible, but 
no year earlier than 1915 is included. In obtaining the estimated expectancy, the figures are smoothed 
when necessary to avoid abrupt deviations from the usual trend. For some of the diseases given in the 
table the available data were not sufficient to make it practicable to compute the estimated expectancy,
